T u c s o n , October 24th.—There is a well 
authenticated rumor that General Kautz will 
succeed General Willcox as Department com­ 
mander, the order only needing the Presi­ 
dent’s signature. 
The Texas and Pacific Railway’s surveying 
party have applied for a military escort, 
which has not yet been granted. The course 
of the survey leads them through the San 
Carlos Agency to Globe, and it is feared the 
Indians maybe suspicious of their movements 
and give trouble. Survejing parlies have al­ 
ways been choice inortels for the Indians, 
and should they suspect that it was an attempt 
to steal their lands they will probably attach 
the surveyors. 
The feeling up the river among the friends 
of York and Moore is intense, and it will be 
dangerous for any Indian to appear there, as 
the eettleis don’t intent to be slaughtered by 
pretended friends. 
The citizens are Well or­ 
ganized and armed, and appear to think they 
are able to take c*re of themselves.

V ic t o r ia , October 23d.—In every depart­ 
ment tbe scarcity of labor is keenly felt in 
this province. Railway hands cannot be ob­ 
tained, farm hands cannot be got for love or 
money, and the consequence is that a very 
large amount of grain could not be harvested 
in time. 
Wood cutters cannot be had in 
sufficient numbers to supply the demand, and 
the result is a great scarcity of wood along 
the river. In past years it was a favor to get 
a steamer to wood. Now it is a favor to wood 
a steamer. 
Information from Barkerville is to the 
effect that winter, stern and wild, has set in 
in that district. A steady frost continues, 
and the lakes and creeks are all frozen up. 
The thermometer went down to one degree 
below zero at (Juessnlle nearly two weeks ago, 
and to four degrees in Barketville.

ing operations on the surface are suspended. 
A body of police are collecting Chinese 
taxes in Yale district.

The attendace was very large, 
and a large list of money prizes was awarded 
and paid. Arrangements are making to hold 
a six days’ show next year. 


MINING 
MENTION. 


There is a great sensation in Lewiston, 
Idaho, with regard to the new diggings on 
Salmon river. 
A wing dam put in near 
Elk creek for prospecting purposes turns 
out to be an immense success. 
Two thou­ 
sand dollars have been taken out by one 
party in twenty-four hours. 
Machinery 
has been ordered from Portland to work 
on a large scale. 
Reports from the recently discovered 
mines near Palisade are very discouraging. 
It was said that the ore was as rich as that 
fonnd in Safford District, and the prospects 
fully as good as those of Safford ; but the 
Leader says several samples assayed in 
Eureka failed to pan out worth a cent, al­ 
though the rock had every indication of 
carrying m etal.—[Reno Journal.

S a n F ra n c is c o , October 24th.—The Re­ 
publican city officials-elect are feeling very 
shaky over the impression that generally ex­ 
ists among them, and is believed to be well 
grounded, that papers have been prepared to 
dispute their right to their respective posi­ 
tions, on the ground of delay beyond the 
legal limit in filing their bonds. 
The matter 
affects about two-thirds of them, including 
the Sheriff, Treasurer 
and a number of 
Supervisors and School Directors. 


PETITIONS 
REFERRED. 
The Board of Supervisors this evening re­ 
ferred to a committee tbe petition of the 
Southern Pacific Railroad Company for a 
water frontage on Central basin. Some ques­ 
tion exists as to jurisdiction, some thinking 
the matter comes under the purview of the 
Harbor Commissioners. 
The petition pre­ 
sented from the Central and Southern Pacific 
for the right to extend their tracks through 
certain streets in the southern portion of the 
city was referred. 


RETURNED TO PORT. 
The British bark Madeira, which left this 
port August 19th with flour for Liverpool, 
was dismasted and sprung a leak in the hur­ 
ricane of August 28tb, jetsamed ’200 tons of 
cargo, fell in with the ship Florence, ob­ 
tained material for jury masts and arrived 
here this evening. 


THE PROPOSED SOLDIERS’ HOME. 
The committee having under consideration 
the establishment of a Soldiers’ Home for 
the Pacific coast met this evening. The 
Veterans of the Mexican tVar and represent­ 
atives of a number of Posts of the Grand 
Army of the Republic of the city aud in­ 
terior were 
present. 
Colonel C. Mason 
Kinae presided. 
General Rosecrana asked 
for an expression of opinion from those pres­ 
ent, which was met by a decidedly enthu­ 
siastic expression in favor of the project. 
Collectors were appointed and distributed to 
make a canvass for subscriptions, 


MISCELLANEOUS. 
Two British steamers are on the way here 
from Hongkong to load wheat for Europe. 
The coinage of double eagles lies been re­ 
sumed at the San Francisco Mint in response 
to the petition of local hankers. 
The incoming Australian steamer is said to 
have half a million dollars in fine gold. 
But 
little specie is expected on the one to follow. 
The receipts for dutie.s at the Custom 
House for tbe past week were §133,452 74, 
making a total since January 1st of 86,004,­ 
998 77. 
Jackson L. Averill, a native of New York 
State, aged 56 years, was found dead Monday 
morning at 8 o’clock, on the floor of his room 
at 67 Minna Btreet. Several weeks ago he 
had an attack of paralysis, and it is supposed 
that he had another attack which resulted in 
his death. 
Thursday’s steamer for Yokohama and 
Hongkong will take off a number of mission­ 
aries, including Rev. Dr. Graves and wife 
and Rev. Mr. Holcomb for Canton, China, 
and Rev. Frank S. Dobbins and wife for 
Tokio, Japao. 
The foregoing are under ap­ 
pointment of the Baptist Missionary Board. 
Two young ladies also go as missionaries to 
Japan under the auspices of the Presbyterian 
Church. 
These are the Misses Orr and 
Leavitt, from the Eastern States. 
There are at present eighteen cases of 
small-pox under treatment at the Twenty- 
sixth-street Hospital, fifteen of which have 
been sent to that institution during October. 
Of these twelve have been among children. 
Another remarkable feature is, that bo far as 
the health officers have been able to ascer­ 
tain, none of these cases have been developed 
from contact with people suffering from the 
same disease. 
Each case is isolated, and no 
part of the city teems to be free from its 
spoiadic outbreaks, yet the disease does not 
prevail in ai>y locality. 
Few caee3 are viru- 
leut, and last year’s statistic* show that only 
fifteen per cent of those attacked died. 
In 
Eastern cities the percentage is much larger, 
Chicago and Philadelphia respectively losing 
forty per cent of their small pox patients.

N e w Y o k k , October ’24th.—The Trtbvne 
says: 
Emigration 
Commissioner 
George 
Starr, who has just returned from California, 
will make an informal report to the Cemmis- 
rion at its next meeting of his observation» 
during his trip. He believes California, Ne­ 
vada and Nebraska offer special iaducement» 
to immigrants, because of tbe large area of 
valuable agricultural lands at present unim­ 
proved, aud that Germans will be specially 
adapted for California. There is at present a 
limited German immigration to Californio. 
Continued Starr : “ The better thinking people 
of the State begin to see that it is not to it» 
interest to encourago laborers from China ; 
they are not producer? ; they do not become 
citizens ; they are simply hands in mills, 
factories and on railroads. In consultation 
with manufacturers, merchants and land­ 
owners, I found that there was a great 
desire to promote immigration other than 
Chinese, 
and 
that 
Germeus 
seem 
to 
be most desirable. 
I met several car­ 
loads of Germans going to California ; bnt 
the cost of transportation is so great that im­ 
migration to the Pacific coa«t will be greatly- 
retarded unless some inducement—reduction 
of fares, or something like it—is offered by 
the railroads, and with little money immi­ 
grants can get all the lar.d they want, and 
with bone and muscle they will soon make 
themselves independent. There is a great 
deal of unimproved land in Sonoma county 
and Napa valley, which can be bought a t 
nominal prices. 
If I were a young man, 
I should go to Californio, or near there, and 
engage in cattle and sheep raising. 
There ia 
a gieat field for it. 
In Nevada and Nebraska 
owners were herdirg their cattle and sheep to 
bring East. 
In Nebraska tbe best land, in 
close proximity to railroad?, seems to be taken 
up, but there is a vast acreage back from the 
railroads waiting to be improved. 
Of course 
everything has been seriously effected by tho 
drought, but wild growing f odder is trill in ex 
ce-s of requirements, and cattle live aud 
fatten upon it.”

TH3 NEW YORK WATER FAMINF. 
The New York situation in regard to 
water is becoming more serious every day. 
The eity uses daily 95,000,000 gallons of 
water. The natural flow of the Croton 
river at this time is 9,000,000 gallons a 
day, and twelve days ago the Commissioner 
of Public “Works calculated that the re­ 
serve supply of water in the storage reser­ 
voirs and in the lakes, together with a 
possible additional amount of 490,000,000 
gallons, to be secured by purchase, could 
not last more than twenty-three days. In 
twelve days, therefore, unless it rains 
heavily in the meantime, a city which has 
been using 95,000,000 gallons of wa’.er a 
day will be reduced to cne-tenth of that 
quantity, and with no certainty that even 
so much will last. Already it has been, 
found necessary to stop street sprinkling, 
and to shut off the supply of water to 
the street fountains, and it is evident 
that still farther economies will have 
to b3 practiced. It is now being stated 
that the Croton basin is capable of 
supplying 200,000,000 gallons of water 
daily, if reservoirs are provided large 
enough to store it up in rainy seasons for 
use iu dry seasons. But these statements 
are of no use now. Had the preservation 
of the surplus water been attended to 
when there was no danger, New York 
would have been spared a water famine ; 
but as it is the city must do the best it 
can with the limited supply at hand. Un­ 
fortunately there is a great deal of waste 
always going on in the use of water, and 
it is found impossible to teach the public 
the necessity of care and moderation. Yet 
this is clearly necessary, for if there should 
be no rain for another week it is now ap­ 
parent that severe suffering must be en­ 
dured by the New York public, and that 
this suffering will extend to the heavy 
increase of the bills of mortality. It is 
moreover doubtful whether, even if rain 
should co’ e now, enough is likely to fall to 
make up for the deficiency in the Croton 
reservoirs.■ '■■■■

SOUTHERN REPUBLICAN DEMANDS. 
A depntation of Southern Republicans re­ 
cently waited on the President and asked 
him to give them representation in his 
Cabinet. They fortified this request with 
the intimation that if they were “ prop­ 
erly represented ’’ they could wrest three 
or fonr States from the Democrats. The 
Southern Republicans are in some respects 
an unknown quantity. There was a pe­ 
riod when all the freedmen at the South 
voted the Republican ticket, when they 
were allowed to vote at all ; but things 
have changed sines then, and now a great 
many negroes are Democrats from choice. 
The whits Southern Republicans compose 
the smallest Republican faction in the 
country, and it must be admitted that they 
embrace some of ths worst "machine” 
men in the Union. They have, in fact, 
been for several years a distinct embarrass­ 
ment tt> th s Republican party, and it is a 
serious question whether they would not 
become still more embarrassing if they had 
Cabinet representation. It is really neces­ 
sary to understand whether this wonld not 
involve the rehabilitation of the devices 
and practices which so discredited the 
Southern Republicans daring Grant’s sec­ 
ond term. For ths nominal gains effected 
by such methods have always been much 
more than counterbalanced by the conse­ 
quent alienation of Northern Republicans. 
We trust that nothing of this kind will be 
done again. 


The committee appointed by the San 
Francisco Chamber of Commerce has ful­ 
filled its task. It ha3 examined the debris 
question from both sides. It has heard the 
representations of the farmers and of the 
miners. It has seen what the debrÍ3 ha3 ¡ 
actually done in the way of destroying ag­ 
ricultural property'. It ha3 also inspected 
the hydraulic mines, and has heard how 
costly are the preliminary operations and 
how heavy are the investments in that class 
of property. It has had the inestimable 
advantages, first, of viewing every thing 
with its own eyes, and, second, of hearing 
all that can be said on both sides from the 
parties in interest themselves. In doing 
all this the San Francisco committee has 
incidentally advanced the question a de­ 
gree nearer settlement, for it has made pos­ 
sible a friendly meeting between farmers 
and miners. For the first time representa­ 
tives of both parties have met dispassion­ 
ately and coolly, and have discussed the is­ 
sue in a rational and practical way. And 
as a result of this novel experiment we 
find the minera declaring their readiness to 
take care of their tailings if the farmers 
will agree to rest content with such an ar­ 
rangement, and will desist from the en­ 
deavor to put a stop to hydraulic mining 
altogether. And wc find the farmers on 
their part making no less conciliatory and 
temperate propositions. They say they do 
not desire the ruin of the mining interest, 
but only protection for themselves, and 
they express a willingness to accept the 
effer made by the minéis. Meantime the 
San Francisco committee, thoroughly im­ 
pressed with the magnitude of the ques­ 
tion, takes the broad view of the situation 
which the R eco rd -U x io n has advocated so 
long, and urges the adoption of such a 
course as will render possible a compro­ 
mise securing the safety of both parties to 
the controversy. 
The committee, and singular as it may 
seem, such veteran lawyers aa Niles Searles 
and Albert Dibble, are a unit on the prop­ 
osition that litigation ought to be avoided, 
and that it can never solve the prohlem. 
The committee are strongly disposed to re­ 
port in favor of the appointment of author­ 
ized representatives of both sides, and the 
holding of a meeting to adjust the whole 
question, the San Francisco Chamber of 
Commerce, or the committee itself, occu­ 
pying the office of moderator or referee 
And thus after months of acrimonious 
controversy and suggestions looking to the 
wildest and most exasperating resorts, the 
first practical and common sense attempt 
to find out the actual rights and wrongs of 
the case, and to obtain a realization of the 
importance of the issue, has resulted in a 
most emphatic and harmonious vindication 
of the views the R e co rd -U x io n has 
steadily adhered to. 
W e have always 
maintained that if th¡3 case was to be ad­ 
justed satisfactorily it would have to be 
adjusted otherwise than by litigation, and 
that is the opinion to which the San Fran­ 
cisco committee has been forced by a thor­ 
ough examination of the situation. So far 
then the committee has been working in 
the right direction, and it has accomplished 
a distinct good in bringing the farmers and 
miners together, and letting them say their 
say without the interference of the lawyers. 
But we do not conclude from this that 
the difficulties of the case are removed, or 
that it w'ill be aa easy matter to remove 
them. Unfortunately things of this kind 
are seldom managed in accordance with 
the matured conclusions of the most con­ 
servative and intelligent minds on cither 
side. 
If the clearest heads among the 
farmers and miners could be empowered 
to act, and could be brought together in 
the manner already suggested, we have no 
doubt they would settle the issue in such 
a way as to secure the best practical re­ 
sults without making any unnecessary 
sacrifices. But in such conjunctures there 
is always a great deal of distrust and sus­ 
picion. Litigation is more often the result 
of want of confidence than of anything 
else. 
Those who expect to profit by it 
naturally do their utmost to foster and 
enlarge this skepticism, and put all the 
obstacles possible in the way of a rational 
and mutually confiding settlement. In a 
case like the present it must be expected 
that no effort will be epared to sow dis­ 
trust in the minds of both parties, and 
that they will be kept as far apart as is 
practicable. 
Nevertheless if the San Francisco com­ 
mittee is energetic and prompt, aud if it is 
secouded by the more clear minded farmers 
and miners, it will be at least possible to 
briDg about a state of affairs in which the 
responsibility for the rejection of offered 
terms, involving a practical settlement of 
the main points in dispute, must rest 
upon thoEe who are bigoted in their insist­ 
ence upon litigation. The miners in such 
an arrangement must of course guarantee 
the fulfillment of their engineering under­ 
takings, and must also produce sufficient 
professional indorsement of the plans they 
propose. If then they are prepared to say, 
first that it is within their power to im­ 
pound all the debris capable of doing mis­ 
chief ; and, second, that they will so im­ 
pound the debris forthwith and thence­ 
forward, it is even possible that the 
obvious preferability of such a settlement 
over anything to be had through the Courts, 
may carry it through to a general accept­ 
ance. This certainly \frould bo the best 
and cheapest and in all ways most satis­ 
factory adjustment, for both sides, and the 
most powerful consideration we can think 
of in connection with it is, the consider­ 
ation that if the farmers and miners will 
only make up their minds to have this 
settlement, nothing in the world can pre­ 
vent them.

not under the necessity of learning his 
duties after his appointment.

Let us 
hope that the minor of an offer of the 
same post to Conkling has no foundation 
in fact, for in that case the absence of special 
fitness would be the most conspicuous 
circumstance. 


President Arthur yesterday sent to the 
Senate the name of Edwin D. Morgan, of 
New York, for Secretary of the Treasury. 
It is stated that the President would have 
preferred to wait awhile before making 
any Cabinet changes, but that Mr. Win­ 
dom, being anxious to secure his election 
to the United States Senate, insisted upon 
being allowed to retire. Governor Mor­ 
gan, of New York, is in many ways spe­ 
cially well fitted for the high and difficult 
office to which he ha3 been called. He is 
one of those merchant princes whose avo­ 
cations are so world-v ide and at the same 
time so important as to constitute the most 
consummate training for affairs. Men of 
his stamp are accustomed to the manage­ 
ment of concerns as weighty as the govern­ 
ment of a province or even a kingdom, 
and their knowledge of finance is neces­ 
sarily large and comprehensive. 
There 
is, in fact, tut one possible objection 
to Governor Morgan, and that may be 
merely imaginary. 
We refer to tys age, 
which is considerable, but it may easily be 
that he bears his years as lightly as those 
English statesmen who are accustomed to 
remain in official harness until they are 
well np in the nineties, and whose vigor 
has seldom been shown to have suffered an 
appreciable diminution by reason of their 
age. In Governor Morgan the country will 
have a Secretary of the Treasury who is 


TWO MILLIONS ASTRiY. 
It is stated as a fact that there are at 
present nearly §2,000,000 in the United 
States Sub-Treasury at New York, repre­ 
senting the accumulations of unpaid money 
orders for several years. The Government 
does not know what to do with this money 
It daro not dispose of it le3t the owners 
should put in an appearance, and it pos 
sesses no authority to advertise for the 
owners. Large as the aggregate of the 
amount is, it has accrued in comparatively 
trifling sums. The explanations are no 
doubt various. In some cases the people 
to whom money has been sent have been 
dead, or have moved away. 
In other 
cases there has been some informality in 
the money order. It seems obvious that 
Congress ought to make some provision for 
the proper advertisement of money thus 
sent astray, for it is evident that much 
trouble aud probably some suffering is 
caused by the numerous failures of 
attempts to send money from one part of 
the country to another. Such advertising 
wonld not cost the Government anything, 
as it would be properly made a charge 
upon the money involved, and it would be 
productive of much relief and satisfaction, 
As it is the Government is simply keeping 
two millions of dollars out of circulation, 
and where it Í3 absolutely of no use to 
anybody. _____________________

The Bights of the lulled States in the 
ranm ua Canal. 
W ash in g to n , October 24 th.—The Presi­ 
dent to-day sent to the Senate the report of 
the Secretary of State in answer to the reso­ 
lution of October 14th, inquiring what steps 
the Government had taken to protect the 
rights of the United States in the Panama 
Canal. Secretary Blaine, in his communica­ 
tion to the President, reports that having 
learned since the adjournment of Con­ 
gress of the rejection by Colombia of 
the protocol negotiated by representa­ 
tives of the United States and that 
Republic, which it was hoped would secure a 
treaty satisfactory to both, and being in 
formed by a Minister of the United States in 
Colombia that the Government of Colombia, 
by its public act, was avowing its desire to 
terminate tho treaty of 1S4G and appeal to 
the powers of Europe for a joint guarantee of 
neutrality of the Isthmus and the sover­ 
eignty of Colombia, the department ad­ 
dressed a long Utter of instruction to the 
United States Minister at London, and an 
identical note was sent to each of the Ameri­ 
can Ministers iu Europe. 
Blaine’s letter is dated June 2-lth last-. In 
it he Eays: 
The United States recognizes a proper guarantee 
of neutrality as essential to the construction and 
successful operation of any highway across the Isth­ 
mus of I’auama, and more than a third of a century 
ago this Government took ever}* step that is deemed 
requisite in the pr.m'ses. In the judgment of the 
President, this cuarautcc given by the United States 
oi America does not require reinforcement, or ac­ 
cession, or assent from any other power. In more 
than one instance this Government has been called 
u|)on to vindicate the neutrality thus guaranteed, 
and there is no contingency now foreseen or appre­ 
hended in which such vindication would not fcc 
within the power of this nation. If the foreshad­ 
owed action of the European Powers should a=sume 
tangible shape, it would be well for you to bring 
to the notice of Lord Gnnville the provisions of the 
treaty of 1840, and especially of its 85th article, and 
to intimate to him that any movement it the sense 
of supplementing the guarantee coot-incd therein 
would necessarily he regarded by this Government 
as annulled for intrusion into a field where the local 
and general interests of the United States of Amer­ 
ica must be considered before those of any other 
Power, save those of the United States of Colombia 
alone. The President deems it due to frankness to 
be still more explicit on this subject, and to an­ 
nounce the views of the United States Government 
with somewhat of detail, to the cud that no uncertain­ 
ty shall exist as to the integrity of our motives or the 
distinctness *t our aims. It would be our earnest 
desire and expectation to sc-ethe world's peaieful 
commerce enjoy the same just, liberal and rational 
treatment as ours. It regards the political control 
of such canal as distinguished from i!s merely ad­ 
ministrative or commercial regulation that the 
President feels called upon to speak with directness 
and with emphaFis. During any war in which the 
United States of America or the United States of 
Colombia might be a party, the passage of armed 
vessels of hostile nations through the canal at Pan­ 
ama would not be more admissible than would the 
passage of the armed fi-rceb of a nation over the 
railway lines joining the Atlantic and Pacific shores 
of the United States or of Colombia, and the United 
States of America wi’l insist up in her right to 
take all m edial precautions against the possi­ 
bility of the Isthmus transit being in any 
event u .( d offensively against her interest upon 
the land or u ion the sea. The possessions of the 
United States upon the Pacific coast are imperial in 
extent and of extraordinary growth. Even at the 
present stage of development they would sup­ 
ply a larger part o" the tratlie which would seek ad­ 
vantage of the canal. The States of California and 
Oregon and the Territory of Washington, larger in 
area than England and France, produce for export 
more than a ton of wheat for each inhabitant, and 
the entiro freights demanding transportation east­ 
ward are already enormous. 
The crops arc 
augmenting, the population and products of the 
Pacific slope are increasing upon a vast scale, the 
railway system connecting tho Gulf or Mexico with 
the interior and with the great lakes is being 
rapidly extended, thus affording additional facilities 
for enlarging the commerco that must seek the 
coast line to the Pacific, of whicli the projected 
canal at Panama will form a part, and be as truly a 
channel of communication between the Eastern 
and far Western States a3 our own transcontinental 
railways. It is the perception of this domestic 
function of tho long-sought water way between two 
seas that border the Republic, which has caused the 
project to be regaided aa of vital importance by 
this Government. 1 he history of the enterprise is 
marked from the outset by the numerous expedi­ 
tions which have from lime to time been sent out 
by the United States at largo expense to explore tho 
various routes, and thus facilitate the work when 
the time should lie ripe and the vast capital be 
forthcoming for the undertaking. If the proposed 
canal were a channel of communication near to 
countries of the old world, and employed wholly, or 
almost wholly, by their commerce, it might very 
properly tie urged that the influence of European 
powers' should tie large and justly commen­ 
surate with their interest 
With the exercise 
of such a policy the United States could find no 
fault, esiHicially if assured of the usual participation 
in the peaceable enjoyment of the ccmniercial 
facility so offered. The case, however, is here re­ 
versed, and an agreement between European States 
to jointly guarantee neutrality, and in effect control 
the political character of a highway of commerce 
remote from them aud near to us, forming sub­ 
stantially part of our coast line and promising to 
become the chief means of transportation between 
our Atlantic and Pacific States, would be extraor­ 
dinary procedure, and would be necessarily viewed 
by this Government with the gravest concern. The 
policy oi the United States is one of peace, a friendly 
intercourse with every Government and people. 
This disposition is frankly avowed, and is, moreover, 
abundantly shown in the fact that our armament by 
land and tea is kept within such limits as to cffnrd 
no ground for distrust or suspicion of menace to 
other nations. The ugreemeut entered into with 
this Government in 18 6 was manifestly in the in­ 
terest of peace, and by* the circumstances of the 
position the United States of America,was to watch 
over the highway between its two coasts. This was 
so imperative that the resultant guarantee was 
tiie simplest justico to the chief interests 
concerned. 
Any attempt to supersede that 
guarantee by 
an 
agreement between Eu­ 
ropean ]>owcrs which maintain vast armies 
and immense fleets, and whose interests in 
the canal and its operation can never be so 
vital and supreme as ours, would partake of the 
nature of an alliance against the United States, and 
would be regarded by this Government as an indica­ 
tion of unfriendly feeling. It would be but an in­ 
adequate resp-use to the good wilt wc hear them 
and tlielr people and our cheerful and constant 
recognition of their own rights of domestic policy, 
as well as of 
those resulting from 
the 
proximity of or springing from their neigh­ 
borly interests. 
The gr.at European powers 
have repeatedly united in agreements such as auar- 
antocs of neutrality touching the political bounda­ 
ries of States like Luxembourg, Belgium, Switzer 
land and pirts of the Orient, where the localities 
were adjacent or where the interests involved con­ 
cerned them nearly and deeply. Recognizing these 
facts, the United States ha3 never offered to take 
pai t in such agreements, or to_ make any agreement 
supplementary to them. While thus observing the 
strictest neutrality with respect to complica­ 
tions abroad, it is a long settled conuv c- 
tion of 
this 
Government that any ex­ 
tension to our shore of the political system by 
which great powers have controlled and determined 
events in Europe would be attended with danger to 
the i»eace and welfare of this nation. W liile 
the Government of the United States has no 
intention of initiating any discussion upon this sub­ 
ject. it is propel that you should be p.repared, in 
case of concerted action, or conference, or exchange 
of opinion thereon, between the gr at powers of 
Europe, to communicate to the Government to 
which you are accredited the views of the President 
as frankly and full} as they are herein set forth, and 
at a suitable time, in your personal and friendly in­ 
tercourse with your colleagues of the diplomatic body 
at London, you may find it proper to give discreet 
expression to the polity and motives of your Govern­ 
ment in the premises, you may not hive to 
represent the position of the United States 
as the devel ípment of a new policy, or 
the inaugural of advanced aggressive steps, to be 
taken by this Government. It is nothing more than 
the pronounced adherence of the United States to 
principles long since enunciated by the highest au­ 
thority of the Government, and now, iq the judg­ 
ment of the President, is firmly inwoven as an inte­ 
gral and important p rt of our national policy. In 
his address upon taking the oath of office, the 
President distinctly proclaimed the position which 
the Government of the United States would hold 
upon this question, aud if European Cabinets have 
failed to observe or give due heed to the declarations 
then made, it may be well for you, on some proper 
occasion, to call the alten ten of the Minister of 
Foreign Affairs to the language used by the Presi­ 
dent. 
Nominal Ions—Confirmation. 
W ash in g to n , October 24th.—The follow­ 
ing nominations were sent to the Senate to­ 
day : Henry H. Garnett, of Xew York, 
Minister to Liberia; John M. Bailey, of 
Xew York, Consul to Hamburg. 
The Senate confirmed Edwin D. Morgan 
as Secretary of the Treasury. Many believe 
that he will only remain in the Cabinet till 
winter, and then Conkling will succeed him, 
and that this is the programme. Doubtless 
Morgan declined at first, and was induced to 
accept perhaps on these grounds. 
Proceedings in the Senate. 
W ashington. Uctobar 24th.—The Presi­ 
dent presented a commuoicati m from Secre­ 
tary Windom transmitting the investigation 
report. It was tabled and ordered printed. 
Edmunds, on behalf of the Judiciary Com­ 
mittee, stated that the committee doubted if 
the law warranted the method pntsued since 
the death of Barth, Secretary of the Senate, 
in disbursing moneys for its expenses. He 


then moved to appoint Chief Clerk Shaber 
as Acting Secretary. 
Pendleton stated that he had been prepared 
to offer a similar resolution. 
Adopted. 
The President’s message wa3 referred to the 
Foreign Relations Committee transmitting 
the answer of the Secretary of State to the 
Senate resolution asking whether the Govern­ 
ment has taken any action, since the last 
Congress, to protect American rights and in­ 
terests in the Pauarna canal matter. 
The Senate then went into executive ses­ 
sion. 
The Sharp Practice of Senator Edmnnds. 
W ashington, October 24th.—Senator Ed­ 
munds’ move this morning in forestalling the 
Democratic caucus caused rams merriment. 
The caucus instructed Pendleton to support 
a resolution to appoint Chief Clerk Shaber 
Acting Secretary, but Edmunds got the floor 
and offered a resolution worded precisely like 
that Pendleton was awaiting a chance to sub­ 
mit. The Democrats of course voted for 
Shaber. He is satisfactory to both sides, and 
is popular. He was formerly a Congressman 
from Noyth Carolina. 
Gorham au<l Eiddlebergrr. 
W ash in g to n , October 24th.—If the Re- 
fmblicans next winter can see their way clear 
to getting ridjfof Gotham and Riddlebercer, 
they will probably undertake to select a Sec­ 
retary ; but there does not now seem to be 
much prospect of getting rid of this diffi­ 
culty at present. Mahone firmly insists upon 
Bucking to these Dominations. 
The President and lilnhono. 
W ash in g to n , October 24th.—The nomina­ 
tion to-day of Stratham, a Democratic Reacl- 
juster, for PostmaBter at the important post­ 
office of Lynchburg, to succeed Wilson, a Re­ 
publican, is regarded by Mahone’a friends as 
evidence that the President will sustain Ma­ 
hone in the Virginia contest. Wilson has 
worked early and late against the Readjust­ 
ees. It is rumored, however, that he was re­ 
moved becaube of irregular accounts. 
Tlic Treasury Secretaryship. 
W ash in g to n , October 24th.—It is learned 
from a trustworthy source that up to a late 
hour this evening President Arthur had not 
received the acceptance of the Secretaryship 
of the Treasury from Morgan. It is also said 
that Governor Morgan’s physician advised 
him not to accept. 
Grant Leaves W ashington. 
W ash in g to n , October 24th.—President 
Arthur left the house of Senator Jones before 
9 o’clock Jthis morning, and was driven di­ 
rectly to the residence of General Beale. 
General Grant entered the carriage at this 
point, and wa9 driven in company with the 
President to the Baltimore and Potomac 
depot, where the former, accompanied by his 
wife, took the limited express for Xew York. 
A California Lady Kolikeil. 
E lm ira (X. Y.), October 24th.—The resi­ 
dence of J. Sloat Fassett, of this city, was 
entered by burglars this morning. Fifteen 
hundred dollar»’ worth of silverware was 
taken, being the wedding presents of Mrs. 
Fassett, who is the daughter of the late Judge 
Crocker, of Sacramento, Gal. 
The Custodian's Office Kcporl. 
W ash in g to n , October 24th.—The report 
of the committee of investigation of the 
Custodian’s office covers 100 foolscap pages. 
It expresses a belief that the office of Custo­ 
dian is not warranted by law. The various 
crooked transactions of Pitney are then de­ 
tailed. He is found to have twice paid for 
certain bills of carpeting out of the different 
funds, to have mixed up the accounts, paying 
for certain work out of the wrong funds. 
Thu3 502 Woodruff file holders were paid for 
out of the appropriation for ice, and the file- 
holders have never been delivered. The 
Custodian refuses to explain this matter. 
Drivers of the Department carriages were 
supplied with overcoats paid for as biiliard- 
cloth to cover desks, aud paid for out of the 
furniture appropriation. Fifty-three gallons 
of bav rum was purchased as deodorized 
alcohol, and was used for toilet purposes 
For the three years ending May, 18b!, the 
waste paper of the Department was told for 
§5.092, and no deposit made in the Trea ury 
on that account except after the committee 
suggested that it should be done, and then 
only §2,176 was deposited.

THE DEBEIS INQUIRY. 


Incidents and D ata Cencernlng the Sub­ 
jec t and Investigation, 


The inquiry by the committee from the 
Board of Trade of San Francisco in relation 
to the subject of debris, its effects, local and 
State, and as to the best method of overcom­ 
ing the evil, has concluded its labors and re­ 
turned home, having left Grass Valley at 2 
o’clock yesterday morning, and from Colfax 
came down on the early overland train to this 
city. 
The committee consisted of V . N. 
Hawley, Chairm an; Jam es A. Gordon, Sec­ 
retary ; W illiam Blinding, Jules Cerf, Moses 
Heller, C. L . Taylor, J . B. Stetson and P. 
B. Cornwall. 
Accompanying the committee 
was General Ro?ecrans, member of Congress 
from San Francisco, who took an active in­ 
terest and part in the work of seeking 
for the exact facts concerning the sub­ 
ject 
under 
investigation 
w ith 
a 
view 
to 
aid 
in 
procuring 
buch 
assistance 
from the General Government as should be 
found necessary and proper. 
The work and 
method of inquiry pursued by the committee 
was satisfactory in (he extreme both to the 
representatives of the valley interests and 
those of the miners. 
Complimentary ex­ 
pressions were heard from ieadiug parties 
upon each side of the subject aa to the un­ 
biased and earnest manner in which the com­ 
mittee proceeded with the investigation, and 
of the practical ability and peculiar fitness of 
every member for the task in band. 
No 
time was spent in diplomatic preparation, 
but immediately upon arrival at the grounds 
the subject was taken up by them, and in ad­ 
dition to personally viewing the effect and 
cause of the debris problem, all statem ents 
were patiently heard, questions asked and oc­ 
casionally information sought by interroga­ 
tory propositions. 
I t may be said with credit to all concerned 
th at while the entertainm ent accorded to the 
committee at all points was almost upon the 
plane of royalty, there did not in any instance 
appear the least design to influence through 
hospitality, and upon both sides the only 
purpose seemed to be to place the committee 
in possession of all the facts which ths grav­ 
ity of the case presents. 
The visit to the celebrated brush dam on 
the Y uba river was marked with much inter­ 
est. 
A large delegation accompanied the 
committee and party from Marysville, and 
several weie also present from the mines. 
A 
long halt was made there and a portion of 
the party drove in their carriages to the main 
break near the middle of the dam. 
The 
structure is gone for two or three hundred 
feet at the north end, where it joined the 
bank, and a portion of the water from the 
river 
passes through 
there. 
A tempo­ 
rary bridge 
has 
been 
made 
across 
it 
for 
the 
purpose 
of 
enabling 
persons 
to drive along the d3m to view it. 
The drive 
is through a dry desert of sand and very 
heavy, the wheels sinking part way to the 
hubs. 
Every one present agreed th at the 
dam would without doubt have stood unin­ 
jured by the high water had it been con­ 
structed earlier in the Beason, and also that if 
properly repaired it will be of great ad­ 
vantage in holding back debris. 
General 
Rosecrans was confided th at the structure 
would stand and be a success in holding back 
debris to the extent of its capacity, which 
would be very 
great. 
The people from 
Marysville and the farmers expreesed them ­ 
selves as satisfied th at the dam could be made 
successful in helping tho situation, provided 
no further tailings were discharged iuto the 
river above, and said the dam would without 
doubt be repaired immediately if this was 
stopped, but unless it was there was no use. 
The committee and General Rosecrans laid 
much stress upon the necessity of its imme­ 
diate repair, aud th at especially was this 
necessary as a protective measure for M arys­ 
ville, as the present channel through the 
end 
along 
the north levee was liable 
to causo the river at the next high water to 
cut the bank and come down against the city 
from outside the levee. 
A t Nevada City the 
committee were shown a series of small brush 
dams constructed fifteen to tw enty years ago 
in a similar manner at intervals across a 
small ravine, where piacer mining was car­ 
ried on above. 
The dams were about sixteen 
feet high, and as perfectas when built. 
They 
had all became filled and cultivated, and 
grass is now being cut from them. 
In relation to the effect th at closing the 
hydraulic mines wiil have upon business in 
the mining counties, George Fletcher, Secre­ 
tary and General Ticket A gent of tho Nevada 
County Narrow guRge Railroad, stated to a 
member of the committee th at the receipts 
this year up to June for freights upon that 
road amounted to 20 per cent, more than last 
year, but immediately upon the service of 
the injunction upon the hydraulic m;ce3 the 
receipts a t once dropped down to 20 per cent, 
less than last year. 
Since then, until this 
month, the receipts have been nearly the 
same as last year, hut since the mines again 
started up the road is taxed to its utmost 
capacity, and thirty-six teams are employed 
hauling supplies to the mining country. 
Judge Nile3 Searles stated th at the present 
assessed value of the property in Nevada 
county approximates $10,000,000, but to stop 
hydraulic mining would deduct from 6Uch 
values 
$6,000,000. 
He 
=aid 
he 
did 
not intend to say th at the hydraulic mines of 
Nevada county are assessed at th at amaunt, 
but the destruction of these, together with 
the appreciation 
of property 
depending 
mainly upon them for their values, would, 
combined, aggregate $G,000,000, which would 
be a loss to the county of six-tenths of its 
present assessment. 
Upon the question of whether the river 
beds will again cut down to-their original 
channels if the deposit of tailings in them 
should cease, it was stated to the committee 
th at mining upon Coon creek, in I’lacer 
county, ceased about three years siDce, and 
the bed of the creek has already cut down to 
its former depth. 
Also th at a similar result 
has been noticed upon H oncut creek, where, 
upon Mr. Bryden’B ranch, w ithin three years 
from the time mining ceased above, the creek 
had cut down so as to regain its former depth 
and bed. 
The committee has been placed very fully 
iu possession of the factB connected with the 
debris problem in the localities visited by 
them, and while the result of their investiga­ 
tion clearly demonstrated that each section is 
surrounded with conditions and circum­ 
stances which do not apply, perhaps, to other 
localities, and therefore th at no general course 
can be laid down applicable to all, and as de­ 
ciding the debris problem, the report of the 
committee will be watched for with eager in­ 
terest by those of both sections visited by 
them.
